comed and lavishly entertained by Chinese 
merchants wherever they have gone, in the 
south as well os in the north of China’s | 
vast Empire.’ Neverthelese, an anti-foreign 
feeling widely provails in China and. is 
~ uanifested in many wdys: Notlong ago 
the public in America were seared by their 
newepapers into a belief that we were on the 
eve of another Boxer outbreak in China, 
something worse pethap’ than_the memor- 
able rising of 1900. This scare was fathered 
by the newspapers on American officials in 
China; but the Washington Government, 
were at loss to discover how such an idea 
could have got abroad. Now, when we say 
that tle British Commercial Attaché. has 
een ‘writing about ‘the “ anti-foreign 
feeling” in China, we had better 
explain at | once that he is -not 
_attaghing to that expression its ‘old ‘and 
familiar’. meaning, 98 boding : danger 
to.life ‘and property, but he is simply 
wing it. to. describe the manifestion 
of commercial jealousy which cannot be

xo closel ly associated in matters conimereial,- 
but the fact cannot be ignored that the 
jealousy and fear of foreigners ig at present 
one of the main stimulants of material 
progress in this country.” The. Chinese of 
to-day, Le goes on to say, are apt to regard 
éommiercs ag a conflict in which the success 
of one party implies a corresponding loss to } 
the other. “They are convinced — that 

foreign imports drain their country of its 

wealth ; they seek to curtail the privileges 


of the foreign trader in overy way; and 
their aim is to produce for thémselves the 
piece.goods and other commodities which 
they have hitherto imported.” ‘That ‘is all 


very trug; but of what country in the 


world cannot the same be'raid ? Tn every 
country the same jealousy of trade is mani- 
fested, the same. grudging admission of 
forvign imports, and thesame determination 
to oust the foreign manufactured article 
wherever it may be possible to imitate 
it: Weeéan, indeed, find an almost exact 
parallel to the case of China in the com- 
morcial lristory of England, and) mony 
readers will probably be familiar. with the 
cwritings of Davin Huse, the historian, 
éombafling the “ anti-foreign . feeling” 
which prevailed in commercial circles in his 
day. S6long as rivalry is good-natured we 
cannot. complain: though it may injuriously 
affoct certain lines of imports, it will lead 
togreat increase in others, Thus, as Mr. 
Ker says, the establishment of factories 
-in Chinn affords an ever-widening opening 
for. the use of imported machinery, and, in 
the second place, the national. movement -is 
signalised by efforts which are. likely to 
assist-the development of national resources’ 
and reach on commercial prosperity. As in 
the’ case’ of Japan, and indeed every other 
progressive country, some lines of imports 
may tead to disappear, but the total volume 
will grow. History has proved beyond dispiite 
that the more the -industrial arts- increase 


from--its--industrious’ ueighbours. We 
lave -been accustomed to hearing for many.

EDUCATION IN CHINA. 


In the Contemporary Review for October 
Prof. W. E. sSoothill, Principal of Sbansi 
University, contributes. an article on “ Tho 
Bducational Conquest of China." In the course 
ofit ho shows the grent changes which have 
been wrought in China by tho nbolition of tho 
old. examinations.and the adoption of an entirely 
non 3 national curriculum based on the Japanese 
ayatem i . : : 
It is of a very complete character, commencing 
with tho clomentary school aud aseonding in 
stagos through tho secondary, the middle, and 
the ‘high schools to the nnivorsities. Schools 
and colleges: in onch grade; and of varying de- 
groos of efMlaienoy, havo boon established in most 
‘of the provinces Most of thom are official, the || 
| reat private ostablishments, but in all alike the 
same curriculum prevails. Each parish, each 
county, each province has its Board of Hduoa- 
tion, all under the’outhority of the control 
Board in the onpital. Only three or four col- 
loges in the country have yot reached university 
standard, and the number of atudents who hive 
attained to that standard is’ exceodingly few, 
but as education advancea each province ig to 
have its university. 
Noodlesa to say, the schools already entablished 
are doing work of little more than on elementary 
description ; indoed, in most places, thero is more 
nome thon reality, especi in those remote 
from tho grost centres. .It. is amusing, for 
instance, to come across roclogicsl and botanical
